Where Danger Lies 
There is, it is self-evident, great peril to the 
state—any state—when the governor—any 
governor—has complete control of the public 


funds. 

There is a constant danger that such a 
governor will so handle the state moneys that 
he or his friends will personally profit. In other 
words, that the ugly figure of graft will become 


a common figure in such a state’s affairs. 


There is a further danger that such a gov- 
ernor, controlling, through his grip on the 
public purse strings, all jobs in all state depart- 
ments and divisions, will fill the state employ- 
ment rosters with political supporters, irrespec- 
tive of their ability to perform the tasks assign- 
ed. That he will ruthlessly discharge competent 
workers in order to fill their positions with 
incompetents to whom he is politically indebted. 
That he will hold the threat of discharge over 
all state employes to compel them to work for 
his re-election, to vote for him and to contribute 


to his campaign fund. 

There is, however, a greater factor of danger 
involved than all these. It becomes evident only 
when the incumbent in the governorship seeks 
re-election and faces strong opposition. 

That danger lies in the temptation for such 
a governor to use State funds and state jobs, 
unscrupulously, to bring about his own re-elec- 
tion. 

A public official who has had individual, 
unquestioned control of, say $60,000,000 a year, 
is apt to become desperate and stoop to any 
use of the money at his command, to insure

re-election. 

He may, if his sense of ethics and his con- 
science do not prevent, use state employes by 
the hundreds to go over the state working on 
his behalf. That they are paid with state funds 
but are working for him makes no difference. 
Does he not have the power to use state funds 
as he sees fit? 

He may, again if he is unscrupulous, instruct 
those henchmen to promise anyone at all a good 
job on the state pay roll in payment for a vote. 
If he is elected, he can conveniently repudiate 
those promises made on his behalf. If he is 
defeated, he will never be brought to account. 

He may use the state police powers to intimi- 
date the fearful and the promise of financial 
or political largesse to tempt the purchasable. 

In short, with state funds entirely within 
his control, there is no restraint save his own 
conscience on the political uses he may make 
of those state funds. 

From such conditions dictators are created. 
Witness Huey Long, of Louisiana. 

The dangers inherent in one-man control 
of so huge a sum of public money are never 
greater than when that man seeks to retain 
his financial mastery of the state by re-election 
to office.

What does this mean, really? It means that 
in spite of the losses, in spite of everything the 
Nazis had to say about it, that raid went off 
as scheduled. It went off as planned. For 
Surely, in an operation so large, six minutes off 
schedule does not mean the whole scheme went 
awry. On the contrary, it means it went off 
practically to perfection. The Nazi general 
staff knows this. So do Hitler and Goering 
and Goebbels. 

That was no mere raid, that Dieppe affair. 
That was a foretaste of the shape of things to 
come for the Nazis.

Cartoons in the public prints and signs in shops and offices urge 
people to watch their tongues lest they unwittingly give away 
military secrets, but this campaign, like so many other war efforts, 
defeats itself by spending its energy in the wrong place. 

The careless speech that injures our cause by giving away 
important secrets is not that of little people, but that of men in 
high place who know the plans of our government. 

More than once, since the first of the year, the secret plans of 
our military leaders have been exposed and foiled by speech- 
making officials who knew too much and were unworthy of trust. 

These are not the only offenders. Radio commentators, col- 
umnists and magazine editors serve the enemy well by revealing 
all they know, or by using their knowledge as the basis for specu- 
lations that serve the enemy as well as facts. The little each reveals 
may seem unimportant, yet it fits neatly into a puzzle picture and 
helps to complete a pattern that tells the whole story. 

What is the explanation of this unwitting treason? Is it pro- 
fessional pride in doing a good job of reporting? Is it the vanity 
that delights in showing off knowledge? Certainly it is no service 
to the people, for those who have understanding resent it. All of 
them would rather be left in the dark than to have a single secret 
revealed to the enemy. And sin¢e the people don’t demand this 
information, what earthly excuse is there for making it public? 

Why do congressmen and important public servants tell all they 
know? Is it an effort to show their importance as “insiders?” Or 
do they display the little they know in hope of seeming to know 
much? Or is it a form of unacknowledged blackmail—betraying a. 
trust under pledge of anonymity in hope of obtaining a “good 
press” as reward? Is it simply the American mania for publicity? 
Or is it a blind selfishness that indifferently sacrifices the nation’s 
welfare for a brief personal advantage? 

Whatever the explanation, the thing itself is evil. People have 
a right to all war information that will not benefit the enemy. 
It is their right to be protected from a censorship that would 
conceal blunders and defeats and disasters. 

But most of all they have the right to be protected against 
betrayal, either by the disloyal or by well-meaning officials who

Pourville to Dieppe, where our 
destroyers came in to within 200 
yards of shore and fired point- 
blank at buildings and_ targets 
along the front, preparing the 
way for the Royal Hamilton Light 
Infantry and the Essex Scottish.

U. S. To Control Sales If 
Owners Force Tenants 
To Buy Houses. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—(#)— 
The Office of Price Administration 
served notice on landlords in de- 
fense rental areas today the gov- 
ernment was prepared to control 
all sales of rental dwellings if nec- 
essary to force compliance with 
rent ceilings. 

Paul Porter, deputy OPA admin- 
istrator in charge of rents, said 
his office was facing a “serious 
enforcement problem” because of 
sales now being made by landlords 
under conditions which he said 
plainly indicated an intent to vio- 
late maximum rent regulations. 

Many landlords, he explained, 
were forcing tenants to purchase 
the homes which they now rent, 
accepting promissory notes for 
down payments, and _ requiring 
monthly “installment” payments 
well above the rent now being 
paid. 

Sales contracts in these instances 
are tightly drawn, Porter said,
